said rubbing rollers to engage in a pounding action; 

an angle-adjusting device mounted on said displacement device and provided 
with an angle-adjusting shaft whereby said angle-adjusting shaft is driven by a driving 
source, said driving source of said angle-adjusting device is a motor, wherein said 
angle-adjusting shaft is actuated by a worm wheel set which is in turn actuated by a 
belted wheel set whereby said belted wheel set is driven by said motor; and 

wherein said angle-adjusting shaft is provided with a gear mounted thereon 
whereby said gear is engaged with an arcuate rack, so as to adjust the angular position 
of said rubbing rollers with respect to said machine frame. -

including an angle-adjusting device that comprises an angle-adjusting shaft actuated by 
a worm wheel actuated by a belted wheel set driven by a motor, wherein the angle- 
adjusting shaft is provided with a gear engaged with an arcuate rack, so as to adjust the 
angular position of the rubbing rollers with respect to the machine frame.
